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House Vote Slashes 
Appropriations Bill 
Under Truman Mark 


WASHINGTON, April 25 (AP)—The Republican eco- 


nomy drive scored a major victory tonight when the House 
passed, 307 to 30, an Interior department appropriation bill 
totaling $161,413,513 —about 45 percent less than President 
Truman asked. 


The 
Republicans 
successfully 


fought off all amendments to boost 
the funds — except five of their 
own. 


In vain Democratic leaders 


cried that slashes in reclamation 
and power projects w o u l d 


- "crucify" the West and North- 


west. Republicans replied that 
there are enough funds for all 
worthwhile projects and that 
the country demands economy. 


The big test was on a prior vote 


on the question of sending the bill 
back to committee for a restudy of 
the slashes. That motion lost 197 
to 140 and the final vote found many 
advocates of bigger funds voting for 
the bill as the only thing left to do. 


The net increases approved by the 


House before sending the bill to the 
Senate after nine hours of tempes- 
tuous debate amounted to $4,875,000 
over appropriations c o m m i t t e e 
recommendations. There was only 
one cut. An allotment of $450,000 
for. an anthracite laboratory at 
Schuylkill Haven, Pa., was knocked 


out after a fight over where it should 
be located. 


The appropriations committee had 


cut the bill 47 percent below budget 
estimates before sending it to the 
floor the past week.

long maintained special rates 
which permit shippers to store 
freight designed for export at 
ports at low charges when ship 
space is not immediately a vail- 
ble.

from Africa to the Asiatic-Pacific 
area at the reported request of Dr. 
Quo Tai-chi of China, who pro- 
posed either India or The Philip- 
pines amid circumstances Indicating 
India has the edge. 


For the chairmanships of the six 


main committees, the big five were 
reported agreed on Egypt, Czecho- 
slovakia, Canada, Sweden, Poland 
and Mexico. It was not disclosed to 
which committee each might be 
elected. In the last assembly the 
committee posts were held by the 
Soviet Ukraine, Poland, New Zea- 
land. Uruguay, Syria and Panama. 


The big five chief delegates will 


meet again tomorrow to approve 
the provisional agenda.

Tricky* Old Age Pension 
A 


"PLAUSIBLE and tricky fiction" has so far 
enabled the federal government to "get 


away with" an essentially dishonest adminis- 
tration of old-age pension funds. So charges 
John T. Flynn in the Reader's Digest. 


Of $9 billion collected to date in social 


security taxes, the government has paid $1% 
billion" in pensions. It has borrowed, and 
spent on other things, $7^ billion. 
After 


ten years of social security the families of 
retired workers have received an average 
j>ension of $6.40 a week. 


The old-age pension plan was "thought 


up by untrained minds and opposed by all 
experts," Flynn says. 
Even the proposed 


maximum social security tax of 6 percent 
will not be enough to, pay all pensions when 
the number of 65-year-olds eligible for bene- 
fits is much greater than it is now. The 
difference will have to be supplied by interest 
on the government bonds purchased by the 
Old Age Reserve Fund. But the "fiction," 
Hynn charges, is implicit in the fact that 
the interest on these bonds must be paid by 
taxpayers' money, and these taxpayers are 
the workers and employers, the same people 
who pay the old-age taxes. 


The author contends that the federal old- 


Age pensions should be paid as private life 
Insurance companies pay death benefits — not 
out of reserves but out of current receipts. 
In the case of the government's old-age plan, 
these current receipts are the social security 
taxes collected "in the very year when the 
benefits fall due . . . The plan must be on 
» pay-as-you-go basis." 


Private corporations, sensing the inade- 


quacy of the government's old-age pensions, 
have so far established over 10,000 plans for 
retirement benefits, Flynn says.

Government 
agencies have bid against one another, 
and have entered the market as purchasers 
at inopportune times. They say that they 
are now trying to eliminate competitive 
and hit-or-miss buying. 


Don't Believe Hard^Work Pays 
ttpEOPLE don't seem to want to work hard 


• any more." This was the complaint most 


frequently heard by the representatives of a 
research organization who recently took a 
trip across the country. 


A survey by Fortune magazine indicated 


considerable basis for the complaint. Men 
and single women who are employed were 
asked this question: 


"Do you feel personally that if you work 


harder on your job than the others around 
you do, that this will pay off in promotion 
or advancement for you, or wouldn't It make 
much difference?" 


Less than half the persons queried—47 


percent—thought it would pay. 
About 40.5 


percent thought it wouldn't make any dif- 
ference and 125 percent weren't sure. 


More men than women thought hard work 


would pay, but the difference In numbers 
was slight. 


•The older people got, the less they be- 


lieved hard work would pay off. Over ha^f 
the young folks between 17 and 25 thought 
it would be to their advantage to work harder 
than the people around them. Only 45 per- 
cent of those over 40 thought so. 


College graduates had more faith in hard 


work than high school graduates. Those with 
only a grade school education had least faith 
of all. But only 63 percent of the college- 
trained people expressed the belief that hard 
work pays off in promotion or advancement. 


Responses of union members were far from 


encouraging. Only 37.8 percent of the union 
members thought hard work paid. Over half 
of those questioned said it didn't. But over 
half of the workers with no union member 
in the family expressed the belief that it 
•would be to their advantage to work harder 
than those around them. 


Only 39.9 percent of factory workers be- 


Leved working harder would pay off in ad- 
vancement, contrasted with 46.3 percent of 
other wage earners. 


Professional workers and executive* didn't 


make too good a showing. Onh- 53.3 percent 
thought hard woric would pay off. 


The United States has the greatest and 


mosi productive economy in the world. But 
less than 40 percent of the factory workers 
and less than 60 percent of the professional 
•workers and executives believe hard work win 
ceJp them to get ahead.

or debauch. In his case, poetry writing 
is becoming a chronic means of avoiding 
reality. It is a vice instead of a virtue. 


Most of the young poets indulge* in 


verse writing, anyway, as an outlet of 
rhythmic sublimation for' their erotic 
desires. 
Being intrfcvertive individuals, 


they don't sublimate their sex urge via 
dancing, hikes, picnics and house parties, 
as do their more extrovertive brothers 
and sisters. 
They are too shy to be anything but 


wallflowers. 
So their verse writing is 


often a rhythmic form of wallflowerism 
in a love-sick person who hasn't the 
courage to ask for a date with a real, 
flesh and blood sweetheart. 


A few romantic verses during high 


school are- not objectionable, especially 
if the writer does not forego normal 
social contacts with the opposite sex. 
But after a fellow has a few real dates, 
he usually loses the motive force for 
further writing. 
' Sometimes, however, the poets will try 
to inflate their ego by disdaining the 
factory and the marketplace. 
They may 


scoff at the mundane interests of the 
go-getter who has a living, instead of an 
imaginative, sweetheart. 


Real artists in any line must usually 


be well developed personalities. Michel- 
angelo a'nd Da 
Vinci weren't 
sappy 


school boys! 
Nor was Shakespeare or 


Goethe. Hugo or Mark Twain in that 
category. 


A man must live and be socially well 


adjusted to be a great poet. One reason 
why we have so little good poetry and 
art today, moreover, is the fact that these 
fields are still cluttered with too many 
long-haired amateurs who haven't lived 
enough to have anything worth writing 
about or painting. 


If most of them waited till they were 


forty, meanwhile earning a good living 
in legitimate business, rearing a family 
and becoming active civic leaders they'd 
have a background from which to write 
worthwhile verse or paint laudable pic- 
tures.

PHLEBITIS is a hard word for a 


common disorder, which often occurs 
after 
operations 
and childbirth. 
It 


simply means inflammation of a 
vein 


and refers especially to inflammation 
affecting the veins of the legs. 


Formerly, it was thought best to keep 


the patient in bed while "Nature healed 
the inflammation. Since Nature works 
sldwly. the time in bed was long and 
patients often had to miss more time 
from work than they could well afford. 


Now, Dr. Clark W. Day. of Indiana, 


has devised what he believes is a more 
satisfactory method of handling the dis- 
order. By this treatment the patient is 
allowed to be up and about while pres- 
sure is applied to the inflamed area. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Day. it not only has the 
advantage of pennittirg the patient to 
go about his ordinary duties, but relieves 
pain immediately and cures the inflam- 
mation completely. 


In carrying out the treatment, he 


uses two bandages, one made up of soft, 
moist medicated material which is ap- 
plied directly to the leg. and an elastic 
bandage which is put on over the first 
one. The medication of the first band- 
age protects the skin and thus prevent* 
irritation and discomfort when the band- 
aees are changed. 
Furthermore, this 


method makes it unnecessary to shave 
the hair off the leg.- The bandages can 
be put on with ease. 


The patient lies down on a flat sur- 


face. 
A piece of gauze covered with 


petrolatum is wrapped over the ankle 
bones to protect them. Then the first 
bandage is applied loosely, starting at the 
toes and going up to the knee. Then 
the pressure bandage is put on in the 
same way. 


In bandaging the thigh the bandage 


is started in the groin and then wrap- 
ped around the thigh toward the knee. 
The knee is not bandaped except when 
there is inflammation of the veins in 
this area and in cases of acute inflam- 
mation in which instances the whole leg 
is bandaged. When this is done the 
knee is protected with gauze covered 
with the petrolatum in ifae same way as 
for the ankle. 


This treatment also may be used in 


the case of ulcers of the skin which may 
occur because of varicose or dilated veins. 
The ulcer is first covered with a piece of 
gauze spread with some mild ointment 
such as cod-liver oil ointment and then 
the pressure bandage is put on. 


The bandages are changed as f*xm as 


they become loo-5*, as a rule, twice a 
week. IB order to get the best effect, the

Costello told a reporter: 


"This is a most fabulous and fan- 


tastic story. I never heard of the 
concern. This is the biggest fish 
and maritime story ever. 


"In the past year I've been ac- 


cused of every possible thing under 
the sun. 
First it was narcotics, 


then penicillin, and now this. What 
happened to those yams? They got 
a few headlines, a few politicians 
got publicity and then it was for- 
gotten." 


Arthur C. Hampson, treasurer of 


Aerodynamic was unavailable to re- 


porters, but his wife quoted him a* 
saying he had "never heard of 
Costello".

and that "as for integrity, as 


far as my husband knows every- 
thing has been absolutely above 
board." 


She said the company had as- 


sumed the tax obligation* of its 
subsidiaries when it took them over 
and had hoped to get an extension 
of time to pay them off—something 
she said her husband was confident 
could be done if granted an exten- 
sion until 1952. 


An official of the Internal Reve- 


nue bureau said that the lien against 
Aerodynamics Research corpora- 
tion was flled to capture income 
and excess profits tax for the years

Attorney Describes 
Crime Punishment 


Discussing the Tunisbment of 


Crime In Pennsylvania,'' Joseph G. 
McKeone, Phoenixvllle, district at- 
torney of Chester county, told the 
Chesmont Business and professional 
Women's club that present-day 
methods are carried out on a re- 
habilitation program. 


McKeone addressed the monthly 


meeting of the new organization in 
the Liberty fireball, Spring City, 
Thursday night, and asserted that 
in this state one phase of criminal 
law has not kept abreast of the 
times, as pointed out that a person 
•who commits a crime because of 
emotional disturbances has no place 
to go to receive treatment for his 
illness. 


He cited three cas*s of men 


convicted of commiUmf crimes 
because of mental disturbances 
«ithm the past three vrccks, 
but not one has been able to 
receive treatment in this state. 


Leading up to his discussion. 


McKeone described the 
various 


modes of crime and punishment 
datlns back to the medieval times, 
•"•hen he said death and other 
cruel methods of torture were the 
penalties for many crimes. He ex- 
planned thpt an admission of guilt 
in those days usually led to free- 
dom while a denial !n most In- 
stances resulted in conviction.

Korean Troops Aid 
China Communists 


NANKING, April 25 «P>—The in- 


dependent paper Hsin Min Pao re- 
ported •without confirmation today 
that the Chinese Communists had 
arranged for Soviet-trained North 
Koreans to infiltrate into China. It 
said also that large numbers of 
Korean troops were entering Man- 
churia to help the Communists in 
civil war. 


The paper attributed its uncon- 


firmed reports to Communist pri- 
soners and to Manchurian travelers. 
It said Communist Gen. Lin Piao 
had made a secret agreement with 
Korean Communist headquarters 
for the infiltration of Koreans with 
Soviet military training. It added 
that travelers confirmed that Kor- 
ean troops already were pouring 
across the border into southern 
Manchuria from Russian-occupied 
north Korea. 


On March 28 Gen. Chen 


Chenfr. 
Chinese 
government 


chief of staff, was reported to 
have told the Nanking resident 
committee of the people's poli- 
tical council he had definite in- 
formation that a considerable 
number of Koreans was fight- 
ing: on the Communist side in 
Manchuria. 
He declined to 


elaborate. 


The Communists were prose- 


cuting new drives in Shansi. Hopeh. 
Honan and Shantung provinces. 
dampening hopes in government 
quarters that the end of the dvil 
war might be in sight. 


In the most serious, the govern- 


ment's central news agency said 
four 
Communist columns were 


threatening Taian. in Shantung 45 
mites south of Tsinan. Taian. cap- 
tured by the government on April 1. 
is an important supply base for the 
Shantung cleanup campaign.

The measure calls for a 30 percent 


reduction for persons with incomes, 
after exemption, of $1000 or less, 
and 20 percent for most others 


Ruttenberg presented the -CIO's 


tax program' increase individuals' 
personal exemptions from the in- 
come tax: eliminate all excjse taxes 
except those which are regulatory 
in character, close uhat he called 
loopholes" in the laws governing1 
joint returns, the capital gains lev} 
and tax exempt securities; increase 
estate and gift taxes, revive the 
excess profits tax on corporations 


He calculated that the net 


fain to'the Treasury from these 
suggested changes would be 
$200,000,000. 


Arguing for the House bill, 


which would be retroactive to the 
past Jan. 1, Humphreys declared 
that definite steps should be taken 
now toward maintaining production 
and employment at its current 
record high levels. 


"Tax relief now will be a substan- 


tial anchor to -windward in the event 
that a business recession is brew- 
ing,' he said
